The Council of the twelfth legislative assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona was called to order at 12 o'clock m. by Hon. Murat Master- 
son, president of the eleventh legislative Council. 

Upon motion of Mr. E. H. Wiley, of Cochise jcounty, the Hon. Ed. 
W. Wells was elected temporary president.

GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives: 


The statutes of Arizona make it my duty to give the legislature, at 
the commencement of each session, information by message of the 
condition of the territory, and recommend such measures as I deem 
expedient. 

It is a source of regret to me that my time in office, as your execu- 
tive, has been so short as to make my knowledge of territorial affairs 
more limited than it should be for the purposes.of this communica- 
tion. 

You represent a constituency that is rapidly increasing. New 
business interests are springing into existence all over the territory, 
and it will be especially important that you so legislate as to not dis- 
turb the proper relations of capital and trade as they now exist, but 
rather prepare the lawful machinery to conduct our affairs, when-pros- 
perity gives us the people and wealth, which the resources we have 
will command. 

Coming as you do from all parts of the territory, and representing 
the various employments that exist, it can but be reasonably expected 
that you will keep in view the importance of giving your constituency 
a government in which the benefits and burdens shall be equally 
shared by all classes of our citizens, as well as property.

Without water it is wortliless to the poor man except for grazing, and‘ 
not very valuable for that, and without a change in the land laws, it 
is unlikely that the rich will make any attempt to develop water. The | 
success in Colorado will doubtless encourage Congress to continue 
appropriations to be used for sinking artesian wells in the arid regions 
of the west, and suggest the possibility of our inducing Congress to 
provide means for an experiment in Arizona. The procurement of 
water by artesian process in different sections of the territory by gov- 
ernment, would stimulate private enterprise to continue the work. I 
will earnestly co-operate with you in’ any effort in this direction. 


MINERAL SPRINGS, 


Arizona contains several thermal springs, whose waters possess cura- 
tive powers equal to the famous ones of California, Nevada, New Mexico, 
and Arkansas. ‘That the use of natural mineral waters effects cures 
of disease in various forms is universally acknowledged. It would - 
undoubtedly be a blessing to many people, and result in benefit to the 
territory, if means were provided to reliably ascertain the number of 
these mineral springs, their locality, and the chemical contents of their 
waters, for official record and publication. 


MINING, 


In mining, your territory stands especially prominent in the yield 
of precious metals. Improvements of the most costly and desirable 
character for-mining and reduction of ores have been and are being 
erected, and before your next session it will be possible for the miners, 
whose claims will not justify the erection of works, to find a home 
market for the sale of their products. _In no state or territory does 
such a general mineralization of the earth occur as in Arizona, and 
almost every mineral, commercially valuable, can be found within 
your boundaries. Through the medium of the Denver Exposition, 
your resources have become known more generally throughout the 
civilized world, and the fruits are already felt in the investment of 
‘large sums of money. 


G IMMIGRATION. 


Several of the western states, and most of the territories, have 
created organizations and expended funds, both public and private, to 
promote immigration. Arizona has done something to call public 
attention to her resources, but it will hardly be claimed that she has 
done much, if anything, to invite the most desirable immigrants, and 
place at their disposal the kind of information that would enable 
them to cheaply and quickly find Jands and opportunities suited to 


their several wants. 
To simply set forth in truthful and general terms our resources and 
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” facility for engagihg in business’ and building homes, is questionable 
policy| on the part of the territory, and often misleading and injurious 
to sree [Little more need bè done to attract miners hither. 
The ‘publication of the vdlume by Pat Hamilton, Esq., setting forth 
the resources of Arizona, was especially valuable; and the exhibit of 
our territory of the precious metals had at Denver, Colorado, in August 
and September, 1882, under the especial direction of Prof. John A. 
Church, has informed the civilized world that we havea valuable mining 
country in our domain. The territorial local as well as metropoli- 
tan journals have in their columns, as also the statistical tables 
of the general government, given wide publicity to our steady and 
large productions of the precious metals, and the fact is well known 
to mining men everywhere, that nearly all the minerals of commerce 
abound in Arizona. Miners and mining capitalists are always on the 
alert for valuable mines, and will not overlook our mineral resources. 

The immigration of mechanics and agriculturalists should be the 
principal object in view. To promote this successfully, an office is 
needed in which the right kind of facts should be gathered and classi- 
fied. It should always possess all data regarding the condition, excess 
or deficiency of skilled and unskilled laborers, opportunities for graz- 
ing, agriculture, etc., in the several parts of our territory, and these 
facts should be revised as often as changes occur. A cheap but 
accurate map and publication, for, free distribution, should be pre- 
pared, showing the.areas suited to agriculture, pasturage, lumbering, 
etc.; the valleys, table lands, and mountains, streams and their capacity 
for irrigation, and exactly where land with water can be obtained from 
government or private hands; the various grains, fruits, and vegetables, 
it will produce, with prices, terms, etc. 

If an intending immigrant asks for information, it should be ready, 
reliable, and fresh; and for those arriving this kind of information 
would be of the highest value. In short, the office should be pre- 
pared to rightly advise and direct immigrants after as well as before 
arriving. The territory should never make representations it is not 
always prepared to sustain. The good policy of inviting and aiding 
immigration is generally recognized by the country at large, and any 
legislation calculated tò rightly encourage people to come and settle 
among us, shall have my hearty approval. 


RAILROADS. 


The Southern Pacific, crossing the southern part of your terri- 
tory, has been connected with roads leading to the Gulf of Mexico 
and Atlantic Ocean, and you have now the markets of the world open 


to you by easy and rapid communication. The Atchison, Topeka & ‘ 


Santa Fe gives you an outlet through the central portion of the coun- 
try, and the Atlantic & Pacific will soon cross the northern part of 


. 
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the territory. Already the advantages of these enterprises are felt 
in reduced rates of transportation, in settlements of lands, and supply 
of lumber, etc., to remote timberless places. Easy access into and out 
of the territory, has been-secured for people as well as commerce. 
The completion of the New Mexico & Arizona, and the Sonora Lim- 
ited railroad, has linked Sonora and Arizona so closely together as to 
insure a large and prosperous trade. In view of this, Congress should 
be memorialized to use every means to negotiate a proper reciprocity 
treaty, whereby the merchandise of the United States can be carried 
into Mexico, and their products bronght to us in return. 


FISH CULTURE AND COMMISSION. 


The preceding legislature enacted a law creating a Fish Commis- 
sion, and officers were appointed in pursuance of thereof. A report 
has been made showing what has been accomplished under the law, 
which I herewith present you. It is feared that, owing to the very 
little means at the disposal of the officers, nothing of consequence has 
or could be done in this important matter. The success attending fish 
culture in all parts of the country where it} has been undertaken with 
proper support, has been uniform and attended with the most benefi- 
cial results. There are good food fish in sufficient variety to stock 
all our streams. Experiments elsewhere have shown that excellent 
fish will abundantly grow in waters and under conditions similar to 
the streams in Arizona. The value of fish as food can hardly be 
over-estimated. It is at once a luxury and a staple. If our streams 
were once stocked with fish suitable to each, atrifling gost would there- 
after suffice to keep our territory supplied with this wholesome food, 
so acceptable to all classes and so healthful to the poor, but the work 
will never be satisfactorily accomplished by unpaid commissioners, 
with but few dollars at their disposal. The great importance of stock- 
ing all our streams with fish adapted to each, wilt hardly be disputed, 
and the subject is referred to you in the hope that you will make am- 
ple provision for the early accomplishment of the work. 


LAWLESSNESS IN ARIZONA. 


I entered upon the discharge of my duties March 8th, 1882. The 
péople of the southern part of the territory, especially in Cochise and 
neighboring counties, had been and were suffering from thefts, mur- 
ders and general lawlessness. ` 

As an evidence of public sentiment as to the prevailing condition 
of affairs, I quote from a few of the leading newspapers of about that 
date. Tucson Star, March :28th, 1882: “The officials of Cochise 
county, with all the availablé strength which they can muster, seem 
to avail nothing in putting down the blood-thirsty class infesting that 
county. Ex-city and United States officials have taken to the hills 
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as so many Apaches.’ A lot of loose, marauding thieves are scouring 
the county, eng ood, industrious citizens for plunder. The offi- 
cials are out in every direction, but nothing is accomplished.” > 

Tombstone Epitaph, April 4th, 1882: “The recent events in Co- 
chise county make it incumbent upon, not only officials, but all good 
citizens as well, to take such positive measures as will speedily rid 
this section of that murderous, thieving element which has made us a 
reproach before the world, and so seriously rețarded the industry and 
progress of our country.” ‘ 

In a card to the Epitaph, of date about April 1st, the Hon. B. L. 
Peel, a gentleman of ability and integrity, whose son was murdered 
in the most cowardly manner, said to the people of Tombstone: “Per- 
haps I am not in a condition to express a clear and deliberate opinion, 
but I would say to the gcod citizens of Cochise county, there is one 
of three things you must do. There is a class of cut-throats among 
you, and you can never convict them in court. You must combine 
and protect yourselves and wipe them out, or you must give the 
county up to them, or you will be murdered as my son has been.” 


The quotations that could be made in addition to these from the 
press of this period would be almost innumerable, all referring to the 
lawlessness prevailing in that part of the territory. After consulta- 
tion with many citizens, it was determined, as the best course of ac- 
tion, to request the president of the United States to ask Congress to 
make an appropriation of $150,000 to be used to place a force of 
mounted police or rangers in the field, to pursue and arrest criminals 
and prevent raids from hostile Indians. ` a 

Awaiting the action of Congress, it was ‘considered important that 
a small force of men should be armed and placed under the charge of 
John H. Jackson, deputy U. S. marshal, of ‘Tombstone, to be used to 
prevent unlawful-acts, and to arrest persons who were known to be 
violators of the laws. To proyide means for this end, some of the 
citizens of Tombstone with commendable public spirit, subscribed and 
paid into the hands of the treasurer $5,060.25, which was expended 
in keeping that organized body of men in service. The end justified 
the means, as from that date peace, quiet, and good order have pre- 
vailed. I promised the citizens of Tombstone that if Congress made 
an appropriation, the money subseribed should be reimbursed them 
for the same, but if not, 1 would recommend to the legislature of 
the territory the repayment of all they contributed so generously for 
the public good. As Congress failed to. make an appropriation, I 
now present the matter for your consideration. As to the efficient 
service of the force so-employed, testimony can no doubt be procured 
to satisfy your minds of the justice of the demand. His Excellency, 
the president of the United States, ascertaining that no direct aid 
would be granted your executive to enforce order and respect for lay, 
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issued a proclamation calling upon, all persons who were banded to- 
gether for thie purpose of violating the laws of the country, to desist 
and disband, and I most respectfully submit to you the statement that 
from that day to the present, Arizona has been characterized by peace 
and quiet and respect for the rights ef property, to as full an extent 
as any part of the United States. A proper recognition on the part 
of this territory of the wisdom and earnestness of His Excellency, the 


_ president of the United States, in thus establishing order and protect- 


ing our citizens in their lives and property throughout the the terri- 
tory, would be a most gracious act on your part, and I most respect- 
fully ask fitting resolutions expressing such a sentiment be passed by 
your honorable body. 


INDIAN OUTBREAKS. 


Scarcely had the disturbed condition just referred to been partially 
quieted when a portion of the Apache Indians, confined upon the San 
Carlos reservation, raided upon the sittlements adjoining their reser- 
vation, dealing death and destruction in all directions. On the morn- 
ing'of April 19th, Loco’s band of Chiricahaus broke out, and after 
killing the chief of. police, entered the valley of the Gila and it is es- 
timated that sixty industrious citizens fell a prey to their thirst for 


‘blood. The military force of the territory was so few in number, and 


so much scattered in the various parts of the territory, that the raid 
was continued by the Indians almost without interruption until they 
reached the boundary line between Arizona and Sonora. General 
Wilcox, then in command of this department, moved his forces with 
great activity, and the general: of the army, as well as the honorable 
secretary of war, responded promptly by sending more troops into the 
field, and several engagements took place within a few miles of the 
Sonora line, in which a number of the Indians were killed. 

The citizens of the southern portion of the territory very justly de- 
manded greater protection than was furnished by the small army then 
in this department, and it was insisted that the executive should put a 
volunteer force into the field to aid the general commanding in pro- 
tecting the lives of our people. I found myself without any means 
wherewith to accomplish this end. Finally the citizens of Tucson agreed 
to organize and equip fifty men to be commanded by Capt. W. J. Ross, 
provided I would agree to recommend to the legislature the repayment 
of all the expenses incurred. To this I consented, and I most re- 
spectfully urge upon you the repayment of the sum expended, which 
I am informed amounts to about $11,000. 


THE APACHES. 


The peaceful conduct of the Apaches is of vital importance to our 
people and the territory. The legal control of the Indians is wholly 
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exercised by the genehal governmeit, and’ upon- it we must mainly’ 
ot a ee Suia thes: and solely for indemnity ‘for losses 
sustained by them. - ; 

The interior and war departments have each exercised thar power 
quite effectively to bring about ami maintain peace with them. They 
have lately given us a change im agente at the San Carlos and Nava- 
joe agencies, also in department commanders, and during the hostili- 
ties of the past year, additional troops were promptly transferred here 
from other departments. Agent, Wileex bears the reputation of a 
brave, honest, and emengetie mam, the best qualification of am Indian 
sgenf, and General Crooks fame for persistent amd successful opera- 
tions against hostile Indiausis national. The Indians know him and bis 
methods, and fear amd respect bath. Simce his recent entrance upon 
duty m this department me outbreaks or outrages have ocewrred. Tt, 
is helteved that with the fair treatment the Apaches will recetwe from 
their agent, and the support the general commanding will have from 
the secretary of war, they will remaim at peace. If they do not, we. 
may safely rely upon their prompt and terrible purishment. 

‘The territory ought, however, to enget such a militia law as will 
insure the organization of effective military companies im the several 
emanties, and thus have always ready a local foree. 


BORDER FROU BEES. 


The difficulties attending the punishment of crime committed near 
the border of a foreign country are always greater than elsewhere. 
In the nature of things this mast be se, even wher there is a hearty 
eo-eperation between the contiguas mations. This is tue, whether 
the crimes be committed by the citizens of either country, er by rov- 


T SAVEZES. 

Bat I take pleasure in imferming you that the state department has 
carefully cied the dititeulties, and has made favorable efforts in 
connection with the Mexican minister at Washington to remove them. 
The authorities of both nations are desirous of punishing Indians and 
ether crimmals whe use the territory of either to shield themselves. 
Experience has convinced me that the anthertties of Mexico and our 
own government will always favorably act upon any suggestions you 
, may deem proper to make whieh will lead to better sheervance of law 
near the border, or make punishment of criminals easier and severer, 


SECRET SERVICE. ~ 


The surest means of securing a proper fear and respect for law, 
especially ertminal law, are the prompt arrest and punishment of per- 
sons guilty of erime. It may not always be the best policy te pab- 
Rely offer rewards for the apprehension of criminals, ‘The matter of 
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placing a reasonable sum of money at the disposal of the executive 
to be used in his discretion, is submitted for:your consideration. 


TERRITORIAL MILITIA. 


You have upon your statute books a law providing for the organiza- 
tion of a territorial militia, which I look upon as a very proper en- 
actment, but inoperative because of the fact that no provisions have 
been made for funds to carry it into effect. I ascertained when in 
Washington city, in June last, that the territory was entitled to 1,100 
guns with ammunition, to be distributed to properly organized militia 
companies. Of this quota the honorable secretary of war promptly 
honored my requistion for 300 guns, which are now properly stored 


- within the territory. The territory having failed to provide a law 


authorizing the governor to receive and receipt for these arms, I was 
compelled to execute a private bond, upon which the honorable J. G. 
Campbell, of Prescott, and Gen. E. W. Rice, of Tucson, kindly be- 
came sureties. I respectfully request you to pass a law authorizing 
your executive to receive for the territory all the arms and ammunition 
to which we are entitled. 


ARMORIES. 


The law fails to provide any means for the payment of the rent of 
places to be used as armories by military companies, and I respect- 
folly urge that the boards of supervisors of the several counties be 
authorized to appropriate for that purpose a sufficient sum of money 
to pay the rent of such armories, whenever a fully organized mili- 
tary company exists within their jurisdiction. 


I 
‘INSPECTOR, 


The act also recognizes an officer whose duty it shall be to inspect 
annually all the arms belonging to the territory; but no compensa- 
tion for the performance of this duty is provided. I respectfully urge 
that proper provision be made for payment for such service. 


| ADJUTANT GENERAL. 


This officer is especially important for the purpose of making the 


_dnilitia law of practical use. The duties of the office are to some ex- 


tent arduous, requiring careful attention, and at times prompt action. 
I respectfuliy submit the importance of providing a fixed salary to 
be paid him, equal at least to that paid the territorial auditor and 
teasurer. The Hon. J. J. Gosper, acting governor, issued a commis- 
sion to the Hon. Clark Churchill, as such officer, September 18, 1880; 
since which time he has faithfully and efficiently performed the du- 
ties pertaining to the office. The board of territorial auditors has 
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i audited and “paid, by warrant upon thé general fund, the sum of $500 


per year for his services; which is im fall compensation to the first. of 
January, 1883. In view of making the territorial milita an effectrve 
agent in preserving peace and good order, and protecting the lives 
and property of our people when the exingencies of the occasion de- 
mand its use, I most respectfully submit to yon the importance of such 
an appropriation as will enable the executive to carry out the purpose 
for which the law was enacted. Unless yonr honorable body deem 
such a provision for carrying the law into effect advisable, I respect- 
fully suggest the repeal of the law, thereby relieving your executive 
of the embarrassment which results from the demands of the citi- 
zens of theterritory for protection under the Jaw, which the want of 
a proper appropriation renders it impossible to afford. 


ATTORNEY GENERAL. 


By act of a former legislature the office of attorney general was 
abolished. I most respectfully submit that owing to therapid growth 
of your territory, the multiplicity of congressional as well as legisla- 
tive enactments bearing upon questions affecting the rights of persons 
and property within the territory, it is especially important that our 
officials should have the services of such a legal adviser, and I re- 


spectfully request that such office be re-established with proper com- . 
pensation. As an additional reason for having this officer, there is no e 


person authorized or employed to prosecute criminal caszs on appeal 
to our supreme court. 


DENVER EXPOSITION. 


On the 26th of May I issned an address to the people of the ter- 
ritory, requesting them to select district commissioners, to prepare 
ores from their various localities for an exposition to be held at Den- 
ver, Colorado, August, Ist, 1882, to which we were invited. I found 
myself withont any funds upon which I could draw, whereby ar- 
rangements could be fully perfected to insure Arizona’s share in the 
great advantages of this worthy enterprise. Prof. John A. Church, 


_. superintendent of the Tombstone M. & ML Co., a gentleman of a 
high order of attainment, both as a scientific and practical mineralo- “` 


gist, as well as metallurgist, kindly agreed to take charge of such ex- 
bibit as Arizona might contribute. Mr. Church has expended the 
sum of abont $2,200 in the furtherance of the object of this expo- 
sition, and I urge upon you the justice of fully reimbursing him for 
the money he has expended in conducting the exhibit of our territory. 
The benefits which we have already and will derive from thus dis- 
playing our mineral products, are incalculable, and the high standing 
we have to-day as a mineral producing country is largely due to the 
efforts of the general and special commissioners. Attention has 
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been directed to the richness and great variety ef your mineral pro- 
ducing ores, and capital is rapidly seeking investments in almost every 
part of our domam. f 

The report of Prof. Church will more clearly demonstrate the 
value of the work which bas been performed, and which will besnb- 
mitted to yeu at an early date. 


TERRITORIAL GEOLOGIST. - 


I find upon your statute books a law, passed at the session of 1881, 
creating the office, but it fails to provide compensation for perform- 
ing the duties of the same. I am unwilling to make any appoint- 
ment to fil] this office while no provision for payment exists. If your 
honorable body deems the office of value to the mineral interesis of 
the territory, I respectfully suggest that a salary be fixed or the law 
repealed. 


COLLECTION OF TAXES. 


The sheriffs of the several counties are ex-officio tax collectors, 
subject to executing a bond to be approved by the board of supervi- 
sors for the faithful performance of this additional duty. I respect- 
fully submit that the board of srpervisors shall be required to 
exact such bond in double the amount of the taxes spread upon the 
roll placed in the hands of each officer for collection. 


TIMBER LANDS. 


The timber found in Arizona is, to some extent, limited, but suffi- 
cient if properly husbanded, to supply the wants of our population 
for many vears to come, The United States has enacted laws to pre- 
vent its waste, and also its exportation without the boundaries of the 
territory. I would submit that it is important that an act be passed 
making the use, waste, and exportation, as prohibited by acts of Con- 
gress, an offence under a law of the territory, with proper penal- 
ties affixed, and that it be made the duty of the district attorneys 
and ae of the several counties to see that the law is properly 
enforced. 


CLAIMS AGAINST THE GENERAL GOVEENMENT. 


Congress, during the session of 1882, enacted a law permitting 
various states and territories to present to the secretary of the treas- 
ury proofs of claims of the citizens of such states and territories for 
damages to property incident to Indian depredations, ete., for the 
purpose of having such officer audit the same, and present to Con- 
gress for payment, Arizona has not been included within the list,

Finving spascertdined, to certify tthe same tothe terri- 
torial secretary, whose<duty it becomes to declare the representation

this session, provide tthe representation ip which eadh of ihe several 
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counties of the territory are entitled, making it the duty of the governor 
to issue his election proclamation in pursuance thereto. 


TERRITORIAL PRISON. 


I have visited the territorial prison several times during the year. 
I found prison discipline perfect in every respect; the prisoners are 
carefully guarded and properly clothed, and well supplied with 
nutritious and well cooked food. The general health of the inmates 
has so far been remarkably good, and but few require the services of 
the attending physician. There are now ninety-nine persons incar- 
cerated, many of them under sentence for long periods of time. I am 
compelled to say that the accommodations which have been provided 
are entirely inadequate for proper comfort and healthful care of so great 
an increase as has taken place this year in the number of convicts. 
The attention of the legislature should be given at as early a day as 
possible to the matter of providing of additional quarters, not only for 
those that are already there, but for those now in our county jails, 
many of whom we have reason to expect will soon be sent there by 
the courts of the territory. At present as many as six persons are 
confined within a single cell. The ventilation’in some of the cells, in 
the opinion of your executive, is absolutely inadequate for furnishing 
a supply of pure air to such a number. The system of sewerage 
heretofore adopted is of such a character as to be of little use for per- 
fect drainage; the boxes being laid so flat as to become clogged with 
filth, thereby necessarily emitting gases that must be injurious ‘to 
health in case of overcrowding. ‘There is no provision made to teach 
the prisoners any useful occupation, whereby they may be better 
enabled to gain an honest livelihood upon the expiration of their term 
of imprisonment. ‘There is also no provision made for supplying the 
convicts with books, periodicals, or proper literature of such kind, by 
which useful information can be obtained, and the intellectual condi- 
tion of the inmates made better. p 

The prisoners have a great amount of leisuretime, which might be 
properly employed under the instruction of some intelligent inmate, 
or some teacher employed for that pnrpose, whereby education may 
be obtained, which will maka their condition better than when they 
entered the prison. In this humanitarian age, a system of punish- 
ment does not look merely to the isolation of the convict for a certain 
period as a punishment for his crime, but to an improved moral con- 
dition when the term of sentence expires and the prisoner is again to 
take his place in the world. The interest of society demands. not 
alone that he be punished, but that as far as possible reformatory 
influences shall be thrown about him, so that when he has served his 
sentence and comes out again in the world he may no longer be an 
enemy to society, but may be improved physically, intellectually, and 
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morally. I therefore think that it would be a wise provision as well 
as humane to give those who need.it the benefit of some educational 
training, as well as instruction in some usefal mechanical pursnit,and - 
I would most fespectfally suggest that the board of prison commis- 
sioners be authorized to expend not exeeeding $500 for the purchase 
of a library for the prisoners. 


PRISON BUILDING FUND. 


A law was passed at the last session appropriating $20,000, in ter- 
ritorial bonds, for the purpose of utilizing prison labor, to be expended 
ander the direction of the board of prison commissioners. From per- 
sonal reports, made to your execntive, it is ascertained that almost the 
entire amount appropriated has been expended. A portion of the 
expenditure has been caused by the erection of officers’ quarters, din- 
ing room, kitchen, laundry, and bath rooms; also the erection of a 
reservoir whereby a large additional supply of water is held for the 
use of the prison buildings. There has also been erected a small 
machine shop, which has been supplied with lathes and drills, for the_ 
iron work to be used in the erection of additional cells; also an 
enlarged enclosure formed by the erection of plank fencing. ‘There 
ison hand a large supply of iron and lime to be used in the con- 
struction of cells. These cells are in course of construction, but the 
work appears to be progressing so slowly, that they will not be ready 
for occupation at as carly a day as required by the consiantly increas 
ing number of prisoners... A few months since, Í received communi- 
cations from citizens of the territory, complaining of the manner in 
which the board of prison commissioners were expending the appro- 
priation. Charges weré also preferred against the chairman of the 
beard, Mr. David Neahr, alleging that he appropriated to his own 
use a greater salary, as a member of the board, than he was entitled 
to under the law, also that he received compensation from the board 
as superintendent of construction, thereby becoming a beneficiary 
of a trust fand contrary to well understood principles of law. 
Notwithstanding the fact that there was no fund out of which 
the expenses of an investigation into these charges could be paid, 
I proceeded to Yuma and examined the books of the board, to 
ascertain the amounts audited and paid out of this fund. F failed to 
find in the office of the secretary of the commissioners any record 
whatever in regard to the expenditure of any sum of money. The | 
only proceedings had of which a record was made, was in reference 
to requesting the acting governor, J. J. Gosper, to place the amount 
of the appropriation—by the i-suance of bonds—im the hands of the 
board. ‘Ths expenditure of the money resulting from the disposition 
of the bonds was evidenced by certain bills of purchase and accounts 
rendered, mostly in the name of the secretary of the board, not in his 
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official, but in his individual capacity. No record appearing of the 
auditing of the bills, the board was convened for that purpose early 
in the month of October, the result of which will no doubt more fully 
appear in the report hereafter to be made to your honorable body by 
the board. It being impossible for the executive to fully inform 
himself as to the correctness of the accounts rendered to the board, 
‘no exhaustive investigation was had. One item of the charges was 
the purchase of over 70,000 feet of lumber. There was but little 
lumber on hand, and an examination of the lumber used in the con- 
struction of addition to the prison, failed to show the use of more 
than one-half of that amount. It is claimed, however, that this 
large surplus of lumber was ordered paid for—including advanced 
freight, and remained in the possession of Perry, Woodworth & Co., 
of Los Angeles, Cal., subject to the order of the board. The session 
of the legislature being so near at hand, and being without necessary 
fands to carry on a thorough investigation, I deemed it best to defer 
action upon the charges and complaints preferred, and herewith sub- 
mit to your honorable body all the communications and charges in 
my office referring to this matter, most respectfully requesting you, at 
an early day, to fully investigate all matters connected with the 
management of the prison, as well as the expenditure of the appro- 
priation made for utilizing prison labor, etc. 


CARE OF UÙ. S. PRISONERS. 


There have been a number of prisoners confined in our territorial 
prison, the keeping of which is charged against the general govern- 
ment. It is important that you ascertain the amount due the territory 
for that service, and whether it has been paid into our treasury. The 
record of our board of commissioners fails to furnish any information 
upon this subject. 

CARE OF THE INSANE. 7 ‘ 

To enable me personally to understand the condition of the insane 
of this territory, I very recently inspected the private asylum of Dr. 
Clark, at Stockton, Cal., where they are now confined and treated. 
They number thirty-seven. Their mental and other conditions will 
be reported by our legally appointed visitor, Rev. G. H. Adams, 
whose report I herewith submit. The cost per week per patient is 
$6, and it only needs an inspection of the treatment, food, rooms, and 
attending conditions to convince any one that this is a moderate price, 
and that the asylum is well adapted for the purpose, and that 
Arizona is fitly caring for this peculiarly unfortunate class of people. 
The grounds consist of forty acres, a part of which is used to grow 
all kinds of vegetables for their use.

Congress shòuld again be memorialized to give us a fourth United 
States judge, thereby enabling three judges to try all cases on appeal, 
neither of whom had participated in the ‘trial in the district court. 


U. S. MARSHAL AND DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 


Within the last few months many cases have been tried wherein the 
government has been plaintiff, and numerous convictions of offences 
against revenue and otuer laws have beén had. Much of the effi- 
ciency in this direction has been due to the energy and ability of the 
U. S. marshal and district attorney. i 


VACANCY IF THE OFFICE OF PROBATE JUDGE. 


There is now a conflict in regard to the right to fill a vacancy, if 
such should occur, in the office of probate judge. When the office 
was made an elective one, the power to fill a vacancy was intended to 
be taken from the governor, and supposed to rest with the board of 
supervisors. The statutory provisions contradict their right to ap- 
point, and it now seems to rest under that general provision of section 
12, chapter 13, Compiled Laws, which permits the governor to ap- 
point when no other provision of law exists. T respectfully submit 
that the power to appoint should be placed by legal enactment. ` 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


‘Your superintendent of public schools will furnish a report as soon 
as possible upon this subject, which T will submit for your considera- 
tion. Iam inclined tp the opinion that there are many small com- 
munities throughout our territory that fail to receive any advantages 
from. our school fund, owing to the necessity of only organizing- 
schools with large numbers of pupils. This is a sad condition, and I 
hope some remedy may be devised whereby sparsely settled localities 
may reap the benefits of our school Jaws. ‘The territory being de- 
prived of the money arising from the sale of thd 16th and 36th sec- 
tions in every township of our public lands, granted to assist in de- 
fraying the expenses because of our territorial condition; the collec- 
tion of sufficient money by taxes becomes a burden upon our citizens. 
To remedy this I would suggest that you memorialize Congress of the 
necessity of donating to us of the funds of the general government,

TERRITORIAL UNIVERSITY. 
| r 

Congress, at its session in 1880, donated to the various states and 
territories, seventy-two sections of public lands to be devoted to Uni- 
versity purposes. Your superintendent of public instruction, Hon. 
M. H. Sherman, has made the necessary selections to secure the bene- - 
fits of this valuable grant, and forwarded the same to the United 


States land commissioner, and hopes before your adjournment to re- 


ceive a eommunication informing us of the reservation of the same 
from private entry. The question of the establishment of a territo- 
rial University has been agitated somewhat throughout the territory. 
There being no money in any fund out of which the expenses of such 
an establishment could be paid and properly officered, I would con- 
sider any action in the premises as unwise at this time. 


“TERRITORIAL DEBT. 


I find ‘after making an investigation into our financial condition, 
that we have a bonded debt of $120,000, and a floating debt of war-_ 
rants issued by the territory of about $165,000, all bearing interest 
at the extraordinary rate of ten per cent per annum. The large 
amount of warrants that are now issued, and in the nature of a float- 
ing debt, renders them subject to a discount of about ten per cent, 
thus largely increasing the cost of our territorial government. Bonds 
should be issued to take up these warrants. I am convinced that the 
bonds of this territory can be negotiated at par, if not at a premium, 
if. bearing interest at the rate of seven per cent per annum, drawn 
payable in twenty years, and a sinking fund provided, to go into effect 
in five years from the date of their issuance. - These bonds when is- 
sued should be advertised. for sale to the best bidder, no sale to be 
made at less than par however. By this method, I am inclined to 
think that quite a premium can be obtained. If this action is had, 
a saving in interest will be accomplished of about five thousand dol- 
lars perannum. I would suggest that this matter receive attention at 
your hands at as early a day as possible, so that we may not only do 
business on a cash basis, but also make the large saving of interest re- 
ferred to. ° 

Ascertaining that no information existed either in the office of ter- 
ritoria] auditor or treasurer as to the amount of taxable property in 
the several counties of the territory, I directed a communication, da- 
ted December 6, 1882, to each of -the sheriffs, who are ex-officio as- 
sessors and tax collectors, requesting them to inform me in this mat- 
ter, but so far only those of Yavapai, Pima, Yuma, Gila, and Marico- 
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pa have responded. ‘I find that the counties mentioned have $10,- 
144,772.17 represented on their rolls,.and from such data as I can 
gather, I am led to believe that the othér five counties will bring the 
ageregate up to $18,000,000. At the present rate of taxation, twen- 
ty-five cents on the $100, we would have for payment of general ex- 
penses : :

The per capita for care of convicts in our penitentiary is about one 
dollar per day. We have now, say, 100 prisoners, making $3,000 per 
month, or $36,000 per annum, if no increase occurs, Our insane 
have averaged about forty in number, contracted to be supported at 
$6 per week, which would make about $1,000 per month, or $12,000 
perannum. Placing our general expenses at the same figure as the 
average of the past two years, we have $25,000 for that purpose. Our 
inierest will be about $27,500 per annum, unless bonds gre issued to 
take up our warrants now unpaid, and the retirement of the $110,000 
of bonds already issued, and lower rate bonds issued instead. We 
have the following showing, as a low estimate of what we must dis- 
burse yearly.

And our income from taxation and license would be, laying aside any 
increase in taxable property, about $60,000, or a deficiency of about 
$40,000 per annum. an 

It will appear at once that’ great care must be taken in regard to 
making extraordinary provision for the payment out of money on the 
part of the territory. I would suggest that it be made obligatory on 
the county officers in whose hands the tax-roll- is placed, to inform `> 
the territorial treasurer or auditor, on or before the 1st of January of 
each year, the assessable value of property as shown by the assess- 
ment Jist, so as to enable some official to make a recommendation to 
your-honorable body as to taxable property and probable’ revenue. 


MAIL FACILITIES. 
The settlers in paris of our tervitory are entitled to much greater 


facilities for the receipt of their mail matter than are now furnished. 
The general government owes this to us all, no matter how remote 
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| our homes, if within the national domain. I would suggest that the 
s E memorialize ‘Congress, taming each locality that can, with 
any degrée ‘of propriety, expect additional or new maii service. ° 


TAXATION. 


It would have been a great source of pleasure to me if I could 
have recommended to you a reduction in the rate of taxation. From 
an examination of the expenses of your territorial government, for 
supporting the territorial prison, our insane patients, together with in- 
terest on your indebtedness, and ‘general expenses of government, I 
am convinced that not only is a reduction impossible, but unless addi- 
tional sources of revenue are found, you will be compelled to either 
greatly increase your debt annually, or make your rate of taxation 
greater than now. I most respectfully urge upon you the importance 
of so arranging your tax laws as to compel all classes of property 
within the territory to bear their just and equitable proportion of the 
expenses of the government, the protection of which all share alike. 


PARDONS GRANTED, 


Section 8, chapter 13, Compiled Laws, makes it my duty to com- 
municate to you all the pardons and commutations of sentences grant- 
ed by me, and my reasons therefor, which I herewith submit, viz.: 

April 6, 1882.—Alfred Brown, convicted of murder in Mariocopa 
county, October, 1882, sentenced to be hanged. Petition by Judge 
before whom tried and by Chief Justice French, and by grand jury 
and nine trial jurors, and many citizens, evidence being circumstan- 
tial, Sentence commuted to imprisonment for life. 

May 24, 1882.—C. P. Stanton, convicted of the crime of assault 
with a deadly weapon with intent to inflict upon the person of another 
a bodily injury, no considerable provocation appearing therefor ; in 
Yavapai county, May, 1882; sentenced to fine of $250; fine paid,and 
pardoned to restore citizenship upon petition signed by a large num- 
ber of citizens. 

April 12, 1882.—Phillip McDonald, convicted of manslaughter, 
Yavapai county, May, 1882; sentenced to four years in Yuma prison ; 
pardoned on petitions signed by Chief Justice French, before whom 
the trial was had; also petitions signed by all the trial jurors; also 
a petition signed by more than three hundred citizens, together with 
all the county officers; notice giyen to all persons who opposed said 
pardon, and none appearing, and after examination of testimony 
taken in case, pardon: was granted.

I. 

The Speaker shall take the chair at the hour to which the House 
shall have adjourned, shall call the members to order, cause the roll 
to be called, and if a quorum be present, shall cause the journal of the 
preceding day to be read.

He shall preserve decorum and order; may speak to points of or- 
der in preference to other members; shall decide all points of order, 
subject to an appeal to the House on motion regularly seconded, and 
may vote in all cases,

He shall declare all'votes; but if any member doubt the vote, the 
Speaker shall order the return of the House, with the number voting 
for and against the question and declare the result. 


IV. 


He shall rise to put a question or to address the House, but may 
read sitting.

When the House shall determine to go into committee of the whole 
House, the Speaker shall appoint the member who shall take the 
chair. 


VI. 


He shall propound all questions in the order they were moved, un- 
less the subsequent motion be previous in its nature; except that in 
filling blanks and in assigning times for the consideration of business, 
the largest sum and the longest time shall be put first. ; 


VII. 


A. motion to adjourn and a motion to lay on the table shall be al- 
ways in order, except when a motion for the previous question is pend- 
ing, at which time neither can be repeated until the motion for the 
previous question is disposed of, without the special leave of the House. 
And these motions shall be decided without debate. 


VIII. 


He shall put the previous question in the following form: “Shall 
the main question, now be put?” and all amendments or further de- 
bate of the main question shall be suspended until the previous ques- 
tion shall be decided; and the previous question shall not be put un- 
less seconded by one-third of the members present.

We, your memorialists, would therefore most earnestly represent 
that, owing to the small amount of taxable property of our territorr, 
that burden of constructing and maintaming wholly by our own 
contributions is exceedingly great, and that your honorable body ap- 
propriate the sum of $100;000, to be used In reimbursing our terri- 
tory for the amount heretofore expended for constructing and main- 
taining our prison and to assist in maintaining thesame in the fature. 

Resolved, by the legislative assembly of the territory of Arizona, 
that our delegate in Congress is hereby instructed to bring this sub- 
ject before Congress for their consideration, at as early a day as 
possible.

Mr. Wicks introduced the following memorial in relation to Indian 
affairs, which was read: 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled: 


Your memorialists, the twelfth legislative assembly of the territory 
of Arizona, beg leave to represent to your honorable bodies: From 
time immemorial the Apache Indians, an aboriginal tribe, inhabiting 
the country between the Rio Grande and the Gulf of California, have 
been a curse to civilization and a plague spot on the continent. 

Since the first efforts of the Spaniards to colonize and christianize 
‘this country, more than three centuries ago, these savages have retarded 
progress and paralyzed prosperity in a portion of the grandest and 
richest part of the globe. 

After the Mexican revolution the Apaches impinged upon that 
weak and struggling government to the extent of devastating and 
comparatively depopulating the northwest provinces. 

Since the acquisition of this country by the United States, the dep- 
redations of these Bedouins of America have been continued with un- 
diminished fury. For these Indians have been segregated vast 
reservations, unwieldy in size and altogether unadapted to the pur- 
poses had in view by the government. By such segregations princely 
extents of rich mineral, agricultural, and grazing lands have been 
withdrawn from development, and millions of acres of productive 
country rendered of no use, save to serve as the lurking places of an 
implacable foe. The cringing solicitude with which the demands of 
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the semi-belligerent and belligerent Indians have been complied with, 
and the manner with which they have been supplied with necessaries . 
and even luxuries of life, has not inspired the Indians with gratitude, - 
but has given them a contempt for our government, and imbued them 
with the idea that their Great Father at Washington is only the tim- 
orous keeper of a great free hotel, where they are entertained gratui- 
tously through. fear of their anger. They call the reservation agents 
“squaws,” and despise our people with more than a Mongolian inso- 
lenge of race prejudice. To their brutalized minds kindness appears 
to be a confession of weakness, and forbearance seems evidence of 
fear. They have so often set at defiance the attempts of our soldiery 
to dislodge them from their mountain fastnesses, that they believe them- 
selves well able to cope with American troops whenever a favorable 
time may arrive. Not only are they ignorant as to our national 
strength, but statements of our number as a people are derided®by 
them as “forked-tongued,” to use for once a part of the figurative 
twaddle with which the novelisis have so completely deceived the 
American public as to the real characteristics of these beastly mon- 
sters. The nature of an Apache cannot be comprehended by a knowl- 
edge, however intimate, of the habits of other Indians. They are the 
most treacherous and cruel creatures that disgrace theearth. Murder 
is with them a trade; torture,a fine art; outrage, mutilation and burning 
at the stake a delight. His career of bloodshed has been the same for 
ages. The killing of some of the braves in the wars, instead of in- 
timidating the remainder, has only fired anew their unforgiving 
hearts. They implicitly believe that some day they will crush out 
American civilization, even, as tradition tells them, their ancestors 
obliterated the civilization of that extinct race, whose ruined cities in 
every part of this territory delight the antiquary and puzzle the‘his- 
torian. Their presence in Arizona is a continual menace to our wel- 
fare. Their present deceitful calm reassures no one; it is but “the 
torrent’s smoothness ere it dash below.” The presence here of the 
efficient Indian fighter, General George Crook, does not remove our 
apprehensions. The people know, by woful and repeated experiences, 
that no outbreak, however vigorously resisted, can be put down with- 
out long delay and great loss of lives and property on the part of the 
government of the United States, and, still worse, on the part of non- 
combatant citizens. These particular difficulties are more the fault of 
our government at Washington than the fault of our soldiers, for the 
special obstacles arise as much from the mountainous nature of the 
countries in which the Indians are allowed? to remain as from the 
nature of the savages. The Apache is no contemptible foe. In point « 
of intellect, in cunning and duplicity, in warlike skill and untiring 
energy, in tenacity of purpose and wonderful power of endurance, 
the Apache has no equals among the warlike tribes of North America. 
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His daily thought and his nightly dream is destruction. His tradi- 
tional hatred towards all the peaceful and industrious tribes is irre- 
concilable. There is not a grown Apache male in this territory who 
does not in his, secret' heart thirst for American blood. He is the ver- 
itgble Ishniaelite, whose hand is against every man, and that hand 
will continue to be stained with American blood as long as he knows 
that his record of; villainy is the open sesame by which he can com- 
mand the distinguished consideration which he now receives. 

This treatment of the Apaches is not understood by the peaceful 
and industrious tribes, and they are demoralized and tempted to de- 
part from their good behavior by the reflection that they are compar- 
atively neglected, while the murderous fiends are so, assiduously 
conciliated. 

Tf an American sailor is murdered on some remote shore, we send 
a costly expedition to demand satisfaction and to prevent a repetition 
ofthe crime, but the depredations and murders that have, during the 
past twenty years, characterized the diabolism of the Apaches, have 
been in many cases slightly considered, and in more cases ignored 
with an indifference worthy of the stoicism of the Indian himself. 

Jn addition to our local grievances, it is a source of international 
disgrace and shame that these nomadic savages should be maintained 
here to commit depredations upon the adjoining republic of Mexico— 
thereby provoking retalliation, and to a considerable extent interfer- 
ing with the welfare of the northern tier of states of our sister re- 
public. 

The people have, in their desperation, often fitted out expeditions 
of hardy and experienced frontiersmen to suppress Indian insurrec- 
tions, and such volunteer troops have often passed through hundreds 
of miles of country, rife with savage outrage, without seeing an In- 
dian—in such a way do they take advantage of the facilities for hid- 
ing afforded by mountainous country. i 

The only solution of the problem is the removal of the Apaches to 
a prairie or level country, where they can be easily guarded and 
forced to take up agricultural pursuits, until, by such alfe, and by 
communicating to them the rudiments of education, succeeding gene- 
rations shall have lost the instinct, as well as the power, to follow in 
the footsteps of their sanguinary ancestors. 

Such a mode of disposing ‘of the Indians would be as much a bene- 
faction to them as to ourselves. It is not visiting upon them the 
heavy hand of retribution for their atrocities, but is the only possible 
way of ever making them other than a mill-stone around the neck of 
the nation. It is the course that has brought to their present condi- 
tion the Canadian and other, at present, semi-civilized tribes of this 
continent. 

The vacillating eae the creation of reservations in mountainous

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countries, the treaties, presents, and general whang-doodleism of our | 
Indian department, are as cruel to the savages in the ultimate result ' 
as tous. How severe the present regime is upon us is shown by the 
fact that with a climate superior to that of many of the most popu- 
lous and prosperous portions of the east, a soil of surpassing fertility, 
and a wealth of. mineral resources exteeding any other known to his- 
tory, Arizona is to-day, save in a limited number of protected and 
settled, localities, a virgin and undeveloped land; the present visible 
wealth of the territory being a mere bapatelle as compared with its 
possibilities under more favorable auspices. 

In the administration of Indian affairs, extravagant sums of money 
have been drawn from the national treasury for the ostensible purpose 
of improving the condition of these Indians, but up to this time with- 
out any perceptible advantage to the intended beneficiaries. 

That your memorialists believe that the extraordinary success 
which has distinguished the military campaigns of General George 
Crook against the savages has been due to his employment of other 
savages to follow them into the mountain retreats in their own fash- 
ion of warfare. Your memorialists are aware that the tribal hostili- 
ties existing among the different clans will always prevent their con- 
federating together against the whites, and that they will, by being 
placed in the same region of country with other hostiles, be the most 
efficient check and guard, the one upon the other. 

It appears to your memorialists but just and right that a long-suf- 
fering people should be relieved of this perpetual incubus by the 
removal of the Apache and other belligerent Indians from our bound- 
aries into some Jevel country where they can be managed successfully, 
and where the expenses will be somewhat less fabulous than as at 
present. 

Wherefore, your memorialists humbly pray that measures may be 
taken to remove the hostile Indians from the territory of Arizona; 
that the costly system of Arizona Indian reservations, with its attend- 
ant temptations to peculation, may be terminated, and that the lands 
included in the reservations may be relegated to the uses of the citi- 
zens of the United States.

“A)) township, district, and county officers, except justices of the 
peace and general officers of the militia, shall be appointed or elected 
in such manner as may be provided by the governor and legislative 
assembly of each territory, and all other officers not herein otherwise 
provided for the governor shall nominate, and by and with the advice 
and consent of the legislative council of each territory shall appoint,” 

Section 5 of chapter 16, Compiled Laws of the Territory of Ari- 
zona, reads as follows: ` 

“The board of territorial prison commissioners shall consist of three 

ons, two of whom shall constitute a quorum for business, and they 
shall be by the governor nominated, and by and with the cdnsent of 
the legislative council appointed, and shall hold their offices for two 
years and until their successors are appointed and qualified.” 

Under the foregoing provisions of law it is clearly made my duty 
to nominate the persons to fill the office of territorial prison commis- 
sioners, subject to the approval of the Council. 

As I am equally at least with you held responsible for the conduct 
of those named by me as territorial officers, I respectfully submit to 
you that the right to so name should be enjoyed free of any personal 
solicitation on your part, and your right to approve or reject such 
names as I present you by nomination, should also be free of agree- 
ment personally made by and between you and the executive. 

I regret exceedingly the necessity that called this communication 
into existence, but unless reasons are furnished me why the nomina- 
tions are improper ones, because of dishonesty, incapacity, lack of 
sufficient intelligence, physical inability on the part of the nominees 
to attend to the duties of the office, I must insist that my nominations 
shall remain before you, subject to your confirmation or rejection.

Section 5 provides for the issuance of a commission to the ap- 
pointee. 

Section 10 provides that said commissioner shall keep his office at 
such point in this territory as the governor may designate. 

The bill makes no provision for the duration of the office itself, in 


I 
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ĉontradistinction to the term of the officer, but provides for the erec. 
tion of the office for an unlimited period, and the undersigned, in 
view of the section cited, and in view of other provisions of the bill, 
is forced to the conclusion that it contemplates the erection of an 
office heretofore unknown to the law, and to impose duties upon the 
commissioner which would make him in fact a public officer, and 
hence he is of the opinion that the provision contained in the bill pro- 
viding for the appointment by this legislative assembly of such com- 
missioner, directly contravenes the provision of section 1857 of the 
Revised Statutes of the United States, which in effect provides that 
all officers, other than township, district, and county officers, shall be 
nominated by the governor, by and with the consent of the legislative 
council. 

The House will observe that the cited section of the United States 
Statutes contemplates that the governor, in the first instance, shall 
make selection of the officer, and that such selection shall be approved 
by the Council; and it will also be observed that the bill under con- 


. sideration injects into the appointing power a new element, by provid- 


ing that the legislative assembly, which includes the House, shall par- 
ticipate in such appointment. 

The bill, if passed in its present shape, would, in my judgment, be 
absolutely nugatory, in so far as the appointment of the commissioner 
is concerned, and I am therefore constrained to recommend that it 
do not pass.

You will observe that 
there is in the treasury $23,316.38 for the redemption of $30,000.00 
of territorial bonds, which fall due: In November, 1894, $15,000.00, 
- and November 1895, $15,000.00. ‘If this sinking fund is continued, 
there’will be in the twelve years these bonds have yet to run, fully 
$100,000 with which to redeem the issue of $380,000. I would re- 
spectfully urge your honorable body to authorize the territorial treas- 
urer to use the money now in his hands for redeeming the said $30,000, 
for the purpose of paying off the $20,000 of prison bonds issued in 
1881 and 1882, as by the act authorizing the issue of said $20,000 
the territory has reserved the right to call these bonds in and pay 
them at any time it is deemed proper by the territory. By this means 
the idle money in the sinking fund will be used, and the territory re- 
lieved from $2,000 per year interest on the $20,000 of prison bonds 
last issued, as well as succeed in the wiping out of $20,000 of our ter- 
ritorial debt.

To the Twelfth Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona: 

Your petitioners are residents of Gila county. They appeal to your 
honorable body in opposition to the passage of a bill now before you, 
entitled “An act to aid in the construction of a narrow gauge railroad 
from Tucson to Apache.” : 

Your petitioners recognize the great importance of railroad connec- 
tion, and have experienced as many inconveniences through the lack 
of the same as any other portion of the territory. 

We object to this road because it is narrow gauge and does not 
touch Globe, and consequently bulk would have to be broken at the 
point of contact with the Southern Pacific and the station nearest 
Globe; because it increases our already heavy tax rate more than five 
hundred per cent; because it will prevent the investment of capital; 
because it will depopulate the county; because its whole principle is 
wrong; because its coercive actions are un-American; because it is 
framed in the spirit of selfishness; because it exhibits a flagrant ignor- 
ance of the capabilities of the country through which it passes, and 
because it offers no return and no security to Gila county for what it 
would take from it. 

Your petitioners call your attention to the unfairness of submitting 
the bill to a committee of the joint delegations of the counties affected, 
inasmuch as the bill originated in Pima, which has a larger represen- 
tation than all the others put together. Pima, too, while wealthier 
than the others, would only have the interest on two hundred thousand 
dollars to pay, while Gila would not have Jess (as an actual survey 
would prove) than eight hundred thousand dollars. 

Your petitioners earnestly request, in the interest of “fair play,” 
Gila county’s credit, and the honor of the territory, that a measure of 
. 8o.-burdensome a nature shall not be permitted to pass.

Your joint committee appointed to examine into the books of the 
territorial officers, beg leave to submit the following partial report; 

Your committee organized by the election of Hon. Wm. Graves as 
chairman. On motion a sub-committee consisting of Messrs, Gold- 
water, Dorrington, and Duncan were appointed to examine the books 
and officers of the territorial trzasurer, librarian, and auditor. Said 
sub-committee presented the following report : 

Prescorr, A. T. 

Mr. CHAIRMAN: Your committee, appointed to examine the books 
and officers of the territorial treasurer, librarian, and auditor, beg 
leave to report: 

First. ‘That they have examined the books of the territorial treas- 
urer, and find them kept ina neat, systematic, and intelligible man- 
ner, and so far as weare able to determine, they are correct. We have 
counted the money in his hands and find the same to agree with the 
balance as shown by his books. The treasurer has in his possession 
the canceled warrants for many years past, and we recommend that 
the law be so amended as to provide for their disposition. Your 
committee found the cash in the treasurer’s hands to be largely in 
excess of his bond, and we suggest that the bond required of him be 
increased. We also recommend that a suitable burglar and fire-proof 
safe be purchased for his use, and that he be authorized to pay ex- 
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ress charges on moneys received by him from the county treasurers 
for the territory, and on presenting an itemized bill duly verified to 
the auditor, the auditor shall draw his warrant for the same on the 
eneral funds and the same shall be paid without any special appro- 
riation being made therefor. We find several county treasurers are 
dilatory in making their reports, and sending the money due the ter- 
ritory. A way should be provided by which the territorial treasurer 
could compel them to be prompt in making their remittances. Your - 
committee do not pretend to say that they have made a thorough ex- 
amination of the treasurer’s books, but only such examination as our - 
time allowed. If deemed advisable to fully examine the accounts, an 
` expert should be appointed for that purpose. 

Second—We have also examined the books and vouchers of the 
territorial auditor. While the books are well kept, and in the opinion ~ 
of your committee correct, an expert only could make a complete and 
thorough examination. The auditor has in many instances issued war- 
rants without itemjzed bills accompanying the vouchers by authority 
of which the warrants were' drawn. ‘There is no intention by this to 
reflect upon the auditor, but to call your attention to the law as it now 
stands. The law should be so amended that there could be no excuse 
for different interpretations as to an officer’s duty. We recommend 
that whenever any contract is entered into by the territory, by virtue 
of which the auditor is required to draw his warrants, the officer or 
officers entering into such contract on behalf of the territory shall be 
required to file a certified copy of the contract with the auditor before 
he shall draw his warrants. We also recommend that whenever the 
county treasurers of the several counties sedd in a report to the terri- 
torial treasurer, they shall be required to send a duplicate of the aggre- 
gate therefor to the auditor, and any party taking a receipt of the 
territorial treasurer for moneys paid into the territorial treasury shall _ 
file a duplicate receipt with the auditor. Your committee believe that 
the growing duties of both treasurer and auditor, the responsibilities de- 
volving upon them, and the large amounts of moneys passing through 
their hands, justify us in recommending that theirsalaries be increased. 

Your committee have also examined the territorial librarian’s office, 
aud find that neither the present nor the late librarian have filed any 

_ accounts with the auditor, as required by law, nor do there appear to 
be any accounts in the hands of the present librarian requiring investi- 
gation. ; 

The present librarian has done the best possible with the books 
under his charge, considering the means at his disposal.

Mr. PRESIDENT: Your committee on corporations, to whom was 
referred H. B. No. 29, entitled: 

An act to prevent discrimination in freights and fares by railroad 
companies whose railroads run through the territory of Arizona, or by 
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railroad companies, the terminus or termini-of whose aoii are 
within the territory of Arizona, and the petitions relating thereto, 
Beg leave to, make the following report : 


Your committee have carefully considered all the provisions of the 
above bill and are of the opinion that the proposed measures will re- 
duce the charges on all local railroad traffic to a very low figure, 

We have carefully investigated the different charters of the several 
trunk lines at present operating in our territory. 

We find that by an act of the legislative assembly of the territory 
of Arizona, approved February 7, 1877, the Southern Pacific railroad 
company of California was declared to be a body corporate of this 
territory and {clothed with certain powers, among which was the 
power to regulate the time and manner in which passengers and prop- 
erty should be transported over its roads, and the tolls and compensa- 
sion to be paid therefor, with the proviso, however, that it should be 
unlawful for said corporation to charge more than ten cents per mile 
for each passenger, and fifteen cents per mile for each ton, by weight 
or measurement, of freight transported on its roads. It was further 
granted the power to mortgage its corporate property and franchises 
within the territory, and such further powers as might be necessary 
to enable it to exercise and enjoy fully and completely the powers 
granted by said act, and generally all such powers as are usually con- 
ferred upon, required and exercised by railroad corporations. 

Subsequent to the passage of this act, the Southern Pacific railroad 
of Arizona was organized and incbrporated under the the general laws 
of the territory. 

On the-14th day of February, 1879, the legislature of this terri- 
tory passed “An act of general railroad incorporation,” the ninth sec- 
tion of which provides*that the directors of any railroad company 
theretofore incorporated, or which might be thereafter incorporated, 
should, for and on behalf of such company, manage the affairs thereof, 
make. and execute contracts of whatever nature or kind, fully and 

‘completely to carry out the objects and purposes of such corporation, 
in such way and manner as they may think proper, and exercise gen- 
erally the corporate powers of such company. 

Section fiftzen empowers the company to borrow from time to time 
on the credit of the corporation, and under such regulations and re- 
strictions as the directors might, by a two-thirds vote impose, such 
sums of money as they might deem necessaty for constructing, com- 
pleting, and maintaining their railroad, and to issue and dispose of 
bonds or promissory notes therefor. 

Section 17 declares that said corporations shall be bodies politic and 
corporate within this territory, and should have power to make con- 
tracts, to acquire, hold, and convey all real and personal property nec- 
essary for the construction, operation, and maintenance of their railroad

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and telegraph: lines, or either thereof, and generally for the purpose of 
constructing, maintaining, and operating their railroad and telegraph 
lines and carrying on their business, and’ that they should have and 
possess jall the rights, ‘powers, and privileges enjoyed by natural 

rsons| 

The eleventh sub-division of section 18 grants to such corporations 
the authority to regulate the time and manner in which passengers 
and property shall be transported over their roads, and the tolls or 
compensation to be paid therefor; provided, that it shall be unlawful 
for said corporations to charge more than ten cents per mile for each 

assenger and fifteen cents per mile for each ton of freight transported 
over their roads. 

The fourteenth subdivision of said section confers upon such cor- 
porations such further powers as might be necessary to enable them 
to exercise and enjoy fully and completely the powers granted by the 
act, and generally all such powers as are usually conferred upon, re- 
quired, and exercised by railroad corpcrations. 


The thirty-second section of the act is as follows : 

“Any railroad company now existing in this territory may, by res- 
blution of its board of directors, elect to come under and enjoy all the 
advantages of this law, and upon filing in the office of the secretary 
of the territory a copy of said resolution, certified by the seal of said 
corporation and attested by the president thereof with the seal of said 
corporation: then such railroad shall have the same powers, privi- 
leges, and rights as though it had been erected under this act. 

Tt will be observed that no right to alter or amend these acts, or 
any portion thereof, was reserved by the legislature. 

In compliance with the provisions of said thirty-second section, the 
Southern Pacific railroad company of Arizona did, on the twenty- 
fourth day of May, 1881, pass a resolution electing to avail itself of 
the provisions of said act, which resolution, duly certified as required, 
was on the thirteenth day of June, 1881, filed in the office of the sec- 
retary of this territory. 

In our opinion the passage of the above-mentioned acts, without any 
reservation clause, and the acceptance by the Southern Pacific railroad _ 
company of the terms thereof, created a contract between the ter- 
ritory and the said railroad company, which is binding upon the par- - 
ties thereto and cannot be violated by one without the consent of 
the other. To such extent is this the case that even a subsequent 
legislature is bound thereby, and has no power without the con- 
sent of the railroad company to pass any leg‘slation in conflict 
therewith. 

This principle is enunciated in Angel and Ames on Corporations, 
page 22, where the well established principle is laid down, that “pri- 
vate corporations are created by act of the legislature, which, in con- 
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nection with its acceptance, is regarded as a compact, and one which 
so long as the body‘ corporate faithfully observes, the legislature 7 
constitutionally restrained from impairing. 


Again, on page 81: Private corporations are in the nature of a 
contract. This is well settled. 


In the Pennsylvania college cases reported in 13 Wallace, 190 
where this question was before the supreme court of the United 
States, Mr. Justice Clifford, speaking for the whole court, said : 

“Cases often arise where the legislature, in granting an act of incor- 
poration for a private purpose, either make the duration of the 
charter conditional, or reserve to the State the power to alter, modify, 
or repeal the same at pleasure. When such a provision is incorpora- 
ted in the charter, it is clear that it qualifies the grant, and that the 
subsequent exercise of that reserved power cannot be regarded as an 
act within the prohibition of the constitution. Such a power also— 
that is, the power to alter, modify, or repeal an act of incorporation 
—is frequently reserved to the state by general law, applicable to all 
acts of incorporation, or to certain classes of the same, as the case may 
be, in which case it is equally clear that the power may be exercised 
whenever it appears that the act of incorporation is one which falls 
within the reservation, and that the charter was granted subsequent 
to the passage of the general law, even though the charter contains 
no such condition, nor any allusion to such a reservation. Reserva- 
tions in such a charter, it is admitted, may be made; and it is also 
conceded that where they exist, the exercise of the power reserved by 
a subsequent legislature does not impair the obligation of the contract 
created by the original act of incorporation. Subsequent, legislation 
altering or modifying the provisions of such a charter where there is 
no such reservation, is certainly unauthorized if itis prejudicial to the 
rights of the incorporators, or was passed without their assent; but 
the converse of the proposition is also true, that if the new provisions 
altering and modifying the charter were passed with the assent of the 
corporation, and they were duly accepted by a corporate vote as 
amendments to the original charter, they cannot be regarded as im- 
pairing the obligation of the contract created by the original charter. 
Private charters, or such as are granted for the private benefit of 
the corporators, are held to be contracts, because they are based for 
their consideration on the liabilities and duties which the corporators 
assume by accepting the terms therein specified, and the grant of the 
franchise on that account can no more be resumed by the legislature, 
or its benefits diminished or impaired, without the assent of the cor- 
porators, than any other grant of property or legal estate, unless the 
right to do so is reserved in the act of incorporation, or in some gen- 
eral law of the state, which was in operation at the time the charter 
was granted.” 
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. The sari court has applied the rule expressed above in Tomlinson 
y. Jessup, 15 Wallace, 454; Holyoke Co. v. Lyman, Id., 500. See 
also Piek v. Chicago, ete., Co., 6 Bissell, 177 ; Commonwealth v. East- 
ern R. R., 103 Mass., 254; Fitchburg R. R. v. Grand Junction R. 
R., 4 Allen, 198; English v. New Haven R. R., 32 Conn., 240; 
Albany, etc., Co. v. Brownell, 24 N. Y., 345; Attorney General v. Chi- 
cago, eted, Co., 35 Wis., 425. 

The territory of Arizona is situated between the fertile regions of 
the West and the East. As is well known, its resources are in an un- 
developed state, and that the different trunk lines traverse a country 
devoid of development and of limited resources to be developed. The 
whole future of our territory is bound up with the construction of 
railroads, and the development of its resources is dependent upon such 
construction. 


Your committee are of the opinion that at present it is unwise to 
adopt any detractive or discouraging measures, feeling that if such a 
step is taken and the measures of this act be adopted, the development 
of railroad building in this territory will be largely arrested ; the com- 
pletion of a railroad system will be discouraged, and population, set- 
tlement, and civilization, which should be invited, will be delayed and 
postponed. It is obvious that the originators and promoters of the 
act now under consideration do not understand why any particular 
rate exists; they do not possess the materials outof which a judgment 
may be formed as to what constitutes a profitable or what would-con- 
stitute an exorbitant rate of transportation. To forma just judgment 
upon these matters would require an intimate knowledge of railway 
matters. 

Your committee have caused persons to appear before them for the 
purpose of becoming acquainted with the facts, and have investigated 
all matters that would throw any light upon the subject. With that 
view they have directed enquiries to the following points : 

First—The cost of constructing a line of road across the territory. 

Second—A. just rate of interest for the capital invested in such line. 

Third—The fixed expenses of operating such line. 

Fourth—The cost of maintaining the line. 

Fijth—The expenses which are incidental and varying, such as 
taxes, legal expenses, repairs, accidents, damages to property, damages 
by floods, &e., &e. 

Sivth—The volume of traffic both as to freight and passengers, 
against, which must be charged a rate sufficient to meet and liquidate 
the aggregate expenses presented in the items above. 

The interest upon the capital invested must be met; the cost of op- 
erating the roal must be paid; the road must be maintained ; the in- 
cidental expenses must be liquidated, and the aggregate of these su 
must be charged to the traffic carried by the road. 
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The question arises, what is the sum thus obtained, and what is the 
aggregate of the traffic originating in the tertitory, over which the 
legislature is now attempting to exercise a control. ; 

The proposers of the legislation now under consideration are cer- 
tainly not familiar with the data, and your committee respectful] 
submit that the measures proposed by them are not fonnded upon 
sound reasoning. They are not dictated by a sense of justice, They 
are not demanded by the necessities of our young territory. The rates 
now proposed by the act under consideration are, we suggest, mere 
guess work. They could not, in the light of the facts before your 
committee, have originated in a mind thoroughly imbued with a sense 
of justice, or trained in any school of statesmanship. 

Tt is now admitted by all who have given the subject attention, that 
in order to confer a development upon a country, a railway line of 
transportation must carry the products of that country to market at a 
cheap rate; that by doing so a development ensues which creates a 
demand for more costly materials upon which a higher rate may be 
charged without injury to the merchant or t e consumer, and thus 
distribute by an ad valorem principle the burdens of transportation 
which the exports and imports of commerce of any community must 
necessarily have. To admit of the operation of this principle, a high 
maximum is fixed. This affects only the luxuries of a country, and 
only articles so costly that the cost of transportation scarcely influences 
their selling value. It also admits of the carrying of the industrial 
products of the territory at such low rates of transportation as to en- 
courage production. With the encouragement of production there 
came to our citizens wealth, and to our territory population. And 
with this comes a demand for more costly articles, whose transporta- 
tion ranges up to higher maximums. 

i Your committee are of the opinion that any attempt at present to 
regulate freights and fares by arbitrary statutes, and by inflexible 
enactments, will be the commencement of an era far more injurious 
to the future of our territory than the railroads themselves, however 
great an injustice may be perpetrated by the latter. The legal conse- 
quence of such a course should be deliberately considered by our leg- 
islature. Suppose that this act should pass and should become the 
statutory enactment of our legislature, the reductions affected by it 
will become at once the maximum standard by law at which the next 
legislative enactment will be aimed. Succeeding legislatures, in- 
fluenced by the same motives of responding to the popular clamor, 
will follow the example set by this act now proposed, and will pro- 
pose further reductions. At least we may reasonably conceive that a 
succeeding legislature will not deliberately propose an increase of 
rates. Following this on still, succeeding legislatures will find them- 
selves forced to further reduction, or debarred from making any leg- 
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re record on the subject of freights and fares. It follows, there- 
_ fore, that the success of the easure now proposed by our legislature 
will be a most discouraging fact to the builders of the railroads across 
our territory. 

We all know that our territory possesses geographical advantages 
‘relating tọ the proposed development of a railroad system for the 
great fertile country lying southernly, namely, Sonora and contiguous 
Mexican states. Legislation hostile to the roads already constructed 
will have a tendency to defer the completion of the roads now con- 
templated, and, in our judgment, will necessarily deflect the lines of 
the railroads now proposed to be built in Mexico away from our ter- 
ritory, and toward territories and states which invite the investment 
of capital by less hostile legislative measures. If by wise laws our 
territory will avoid the error which she may make (should the act 
now under consideration become a law), she will undoubtedly become 
the focal center of railroads eventually to be developed in Sonora and 
northern Mexico, and destined to traverse her borders, connecting the 
great populations of the Atlantic and Pacific coasts. Itshould be the 
policy of our territory, young and struggling as she is, to invite the 
construction of all lines of communication, and the question of their 
legislative control can, your committee submits, be safely left to the fu- 
ture. We suggest it to be a wise policy to invite the construction of 
lines of communication, rather than to discourage or injure them. 
And it is certainly in accordance with the dictates of prudence to al- 
low the railroad system of our territory to be completed before at- 
tempting to hamper, obstruct, or discourage them by hostile and 
“cinching” legislation. 

In the mass of testimony and other documentary matters submitted 
to your committee, they have carefully examined the affairs of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad of Arizona. While the laws allow that 
company to charge fifteen cents per ton per mile for freight, and ten 
cents per mile for passengers, your committee are satisfied that that 
company barely maintain this maximum as to passengers, and have 
not demanded, on an average, but little over one-half of the rate al- 
lowed by law for freight transportation. Apply the rate allowed that 
company by law for freight to the traffic carried within the territorial 
limits of Arizona, during the last six months of 1882, your com- 
mittee are satisfied that the Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
would have been entitled to receive $60,000, while in fact it received 
but little more than one-half this'sum. The charges for freight ta- 
ken up and laid down in Arizona, for the six months ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1882, was $30,207.20. Rate per ton per mile on first class 
freight, $.08.02 Rate per ton per mile on second class freight, $04.22. 
We also find that from July 1, 1882, to December 31, 1882, the total 
earnings of the road from passenger and freight traffic was less than 
$94,000, on the 384 miles of road operated within the territory, 
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or an average of $244.79 per mile, and this small earning of less than 
$250 per mile is by a road laid on the best line of commerce which 
crosses this territory. The lines in progress of construction cannot 
hope for better returns, and our people cannot desire that this smal] 
earning shall suffer a further diminution by a reduction of rates, 

Your committee admit that there will be those to say that the geo. 
graphical position of the territory will force the construction of lineg 
running east and west, that such lines are built because of the through 
traffic, and that therefore the people of Arizona may as well enjoy the 
benefit of cheap transportation. The answer to this is obvious. Every 
enterprise involving the outlay of money is undertaken for profit, 
That patronage will be sought which is most profitable. If the local 
traffic of our territory is permitted to be carried at a rate which re- 
turns a profit, its development will be sought. If the rate is irre- 
munerative, a carrying trade from other sources will be sought. It 
follows that if legislation so far reduces the rate of transportation as 
to make the local traffic unprofitable, we destroy all incentive on the 
part of railroad lines to develop such traffic. It is certainly in ac- 
cordance with the dictates of wisdom to produce a close alliance be- 
tween the railroads crossing our territory and the development of our 
resources. 

Railroads are in natural alliance with all the great resources of 
capital seeking investment. To divest our local traffic of profit, is to ` 
destroy all interest the railroads may have for directing capital to our 
territory, since the development such capital would confer could only 
create an unprofitable business for the roads. This branch of this 
subject deserves thoughtful consideration at the hands of those who 
represent the interests of a young and struggling community. All our 
resources are in their infancy and awaiting development. The con- 
struction of railroad lines, and the direction of the great inland com- 
merce of our country, is directing and changing the seat of population, 
and governing the course of settlement and civilization; and situated 
as Arizona is, upon a connecting link between terminal empires of 
wealth and population, her first aim should be to form close alliance 
with the great leading force of modern civilization and development. - 

Your committee submit that the bill under consideration would, if 
passed, seriously arrest the construction of railroad lines, and ulti- 
mately retard their progress. 

Railroads are built with money borrowed upon mortgaged bonds 
in money markets, where there exist large sums of idle capital; this 
money is available only upon such representation as exhibits a sound 
security for the investment of capita) for a long term of years. 

Now, the present showing of the earnings of the different trunk 
lines operating within the borders of our territory certainly does not 
constitute a showing of sufficient attractiveness to inspire confidence in 
the minds of investors in railroad securities of Arizona lines. Even 
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at the maximum of fifteen cents per ton for freight, and ten cents per 
mile for passengers, the gross earnings of these roads for the past half 
ear is less than $250 per mile. ` 
There is no immediate prospect of any considerable local traffic 
: over these lines, but if to these apparent disadvantages is added arbi- 
trary and inflexible statutory reductions, no road can put forth a pros- 
ectus that would float its security in any market. 
It should be made plain to the lowest intelligence, that the legisla- 


` tion of any people through which a road passes, becomes an important * 


factor in stimulating the value of its securities. If at this time our 
territory commits itself to the policy of statutory regulation, and forced 
and inflexible reductions, the significance of the precedent will be plain 
to the minds which control the money markets of the world. They 
will readily comprehend that subsequent acts will be passed by subse- 
quent legislatures, and that all such acts will necessarily present 
successive steps downward in the rates of compensation allowed by 
them. 


All this can have buta single tendency, namely, to discredit the - 


securities of our railroads. To do this is to strike at the vital spot in 
railroad building; a blow at the general value of the securities of 
incomplete lines of road is a blow at their most vital parts. . 

Another feature which presented itself to this committee, was the 
fact of taxation. They found that during the year 1882, the Southern 
Pacific Railroad of Arizona received from local traffic on 384 miles of 
road, about $481 per mile. Of this sum we found that that company 
has paid into the public treasury $234 per mile, leaving the gross 
receipts over taxes but $247. This arises out of the fact that that 
railroad constitutes a very large proportion of all the assessable prop- 
erty of the counties through which it passes. 

The counties of Yuma, Maricopa, Pinal, Pima, and Cochise, through 
which that company operates, collected in 1882 taxes aggregating the 
sum of $244,399, of which the Southern Pacific Railroad of Arizona 
paid $89,976, or over one-third of the entire aforesaid amount. These 
facts certainly constitute a sufficiently discouraging showing without 
adding the depressing weight of statutory reductions. 

Again, the fact presented itself to your committee, what does it cost 
to operate a railroad? An examination of this subject has disclosed 
the following facts: 

We find that Thomas A. Scott, the celebrated railroad king of 
America, giving his testimony in the case of the Kansas Pacific vs. 
Union Pacific, said: 

“On looking over the operating expenses of our Pennsylvania Rail- 
road divisions for 1876, I find that the expenses of the Pittsburg 
division, which includes the heavy mountain grade of 95 feet to the 
mile from Altoona to the summit, and 52 feet down on the other side, 
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amounting to 69 per cent of the gross earnings, while the expenses of 
the Philadelphia division, which represents a fairly rolling’ country 
with ruling gradient of about 39 feet to the mile, were 62 per cent,” 

This was in a country where coal abounds, where iron is manufac- 
tured all along the line, where there is an'abundance of timber, coupled 
with cheap labor. In Arizona the converse of these facts exists. We 
all know that there are no such advantages existing here as exist in 
Pennsylvania. In Arizona almost everything necessary to construct 
and operate a railroad has to be carried hundreds of miles, at great 
expense and loss of time, whilst wages are much higher. We find 
notwithstanding these great drawbacks, that it requires, even on the 
most economic plan, at least 50 to 60 per cent of the gross earnings to 
operate a line of railroad within our territory. 

To briefly recapitulate, it becomes apparent to this committee that 
our territory is sparsely settled and affords but slight local support to 
any road. Like all new countries, Arizona possesses but a small 
amount of taxable property, and that there is no immediate prospect 
of any considerable increase of local business. In view of these facts, 
if this legislature should add the discouraging feature of legal reduc- 
tions, it cannot be denied that thereby a showing may be made which 
will be utterly destructive to the values of railroad securities, as to all 
lines not already on velvet by reason of the past disposal of their bonds. 
An enlightened self interest should dictate a wiser policy. 

Your committee recognize the fact that the owners of the different 
trunk lines have in good faith built their roads, especially so the 
Southern Pacific railroad, which has built its road into our territory 
without a dollar of aid from the commonwealth of Arizona or from 
the federal government. In addition to this, the company has also 
built its road far in advance of civilization and settlement, thereby 
laying the foundation of a large portion of our prosperity and increas- 
ing its value. We find that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rail- 
road has also built a considerable portion of road without any aid 
whatever from territorial or federal sources, and that the Atlantic and 
Paciflc Railroad are also quietly and unobtrusively building their 
trunk lines without any aid, nor have they asked from our territory 
any aid whatever. 

Your committee are satisfied that the local traffic of the different 
lines at present operating in this territory falls far short oft returning 
operating expenses for any mile of road maintained by them. 

Surely this legislature will not ask any railroad corporation to put 
their millions into our territory and not allow them a fair recompense 
therefor. 

Your committee submits that these corporations ought to be al- 
lowed: 

First—The privilege of making enough%to operate their roads in 
our territory. 
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Second—Enough to pay the interest on their bonds; and 

Third—Enough to pay a fair interest on their investment. 

We think that under the existing facts, these roads are not making 
a dollar, but on the contrary are operating their roads at a great loss; - 
why then “ cinch” these corporations with hostile legislation? 

In view of these facts, we submit several official schedules and other 
data, which we requested sent to our committee, so that we might act 
understandingly in the premises.

Herewith I respectfully return to the House, without my approval, 
H. B. No. 12, entitled “ An act to re-enact certain acts of the eleventh 
legislature of the territory of Arizona, and to validate all things done 
under and in pursuance and by virtue of said acts,” for the following 
reasons : 

First—The act does not seem to me to be proper legislation, be- 
cause of the fact that it seeks to re-enact by an omnibus bill various 
acts, without indicating the subject matter of such acts, and the jour- 
nals and proceedings of the legislative assembly fail to show that such 
acts were ever read or considered as separate acts in either house. 

Second—The complications which would be likely to arise, and the 
legislation which would almost certainly follow under this bill, are 
indicated by the fact that I approved January 16, 1883, an act to 
transfer Cochise county from the first to the second judicial district. 

If this bill becomes a law it seems clear to me that Cochise county 
would be again placed in the first judicial district, as it was under the 
act approved March 12, 1881, entitled “‘ An act to re-district the ter- 
ritory for judicial purposes,” etc. 

February 27, 1883, I approved an act to incorporate. the city of 
Prescott. If this bill becomes a law it seems to me clear that an act 
to incorporate Prescott, approved March 5, 1881, and which was re- 
pealed by the act of February 27, 1883, would be reinstated. 

There are additional grounds of objection to the bill which I do 
not deem it necessary to enumerate in detail. 

But there is one other reason which is alone sufficient in my judg- 
ment to warrant the exercise of the veto power, viz.: If the bill has 
validity at all, its effect would at least be to enact into the statutes of 
the territory all subject matter contained in the acts of the eleventh

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legislative assembly which are referred to by their numbers, and there 
are some matters in these acts which I could not under any circum- 
stances sanction or approve, if presented to me as original acts for my 
approval.

Legislature of Arizona: i 

The sub-committee, appointed to investigate the affairs of the Yuma 
ard Ehrenberg road, respectfully report as follows: 

In the matter of the Yuma and Ehrenberg road, we examined six- 
teen witnesses. We were unable to gœ over the road, owing to 
the delay in granting us funds for necessary expenses. In our ex- 
amination of witnesses we solicited information and charges, and 
endeavored by all possible means to get at the true facts. The 
character, prejudice, and interest of those testifying were carefully 
studied, so as to eliminate bias from the result. All those witnesses ex- 
amined whose business interests demanded a good road, and who therefore 
would have been especially anxious for an honest expenditure of the 
road appropriation, joined in declaring the road between Yuma and 
Silver District to be a good road, for both light travel and heavy 
freighting. During our sojourn here an eighteen zule team, with a 
loaded wagon, went over the road from Yuma to Castle Dome land- 
ing, and one H. H. Douglas is constantly freighting over the road 
with heavy teams. The testimony as to thé work on the road is con- 
flicting, but on the one side are the assertions of persons who have no 
business interests at stake, along the road or at either end, and on the 
other are those of representative mining and business men, to whom 
transportation facilities over this road are of the utmost importance. 

There is no doubt in the minds of the sub-committee but what the 
road between Yuma and Silver District is a good road, mainly owing 
to the work of the road commissioners and expenditure of the appro- 
priation. 

Before the appropriation was made the road was only suitable for 
a stage road, and impassable for heavy teams. Since that time the 
road has been changed and repaired by means of the appropriation, 
so that freighting is not only practicable but easy. The witnesses 
differed as to work done on various points on the road, notably at a 
place called “Cocopah Point,” but the best and most reliable testi- 
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mony goes to show that a great deal of work was done at that point, 
end certainly where an eighteen mule team, heavily loaded, can pull 
ground a rocky point, the road must be well enough made for all 
practical purposes. . 

Between Yuma and Silver District we find that a large share of 
-the appropriation was expended`in excavating, cutting, blasting, fill- 
ing, rock work, and cutting long lines of brush. The main freighting 
is along this part of the road. 

From Silver District to Ehrenberg, it is claimed and conceded by 
nearly all the witnesses that the road is not suitable for heavy freight- 
ing, and only adapted for two and four horse teams. It appears how- 
ever, that the nature of the country does not admit of the building of 
a road passable for heavy freight teams, (it being cut up by washes 
and covered by broad sand flats), without the expenditure of a great 
deal more money than was given in the appropriation. It would be 
necessary to build stay-walls of stone, culverts and bridges to provide 
against the wash of the rain storms, and to cut wide slopes through 
the sand. Each rain storm washes out the road and carries large 
boulders and debris into the road, At the time the appropri- 
- -ation was made there was nothing but a trail between Silver 
District and Ehrenberg, and the road built by the commission was 
entirely new. There was a great deal of heavy work done, and 
on two different occasions, since the completion of the road, a force of 
men has been put to work repairing the whole line of the road at 
considerable expense. 

We examined the receipts for labor and other expenses, and find 
them to correspond with the testimony. An item of $945 for tools 
is found by us to have been expended, and the remnants of the 
tools are part in Yuma and part in Ehrenberg. The Yuma lot-we 
have examined and find them almost worthless. ‘The lot at Ehren- 
berg we could not go to see, for reasons already stated. We think it 
would have been better if the commissioners had sold these tools at 
auction, and accounted for the money, although they would have 
brought but little money. As they are on hand, however, no dis- 
honesty can be ascribed to the commissoners. In the opinio. of this 
sub-committee, judging from all the facts, we believe that the money 
appropriated was honestly expended by the commissioners. The tes- 
timony of H. H. Douglas, who runs and owns a tri-weekly stage 
line between Yuma and Silver District, is embodied in this report in 
full, as it covers the whole ground, and was given impartially against 
the apparent animus of those who are understood to be his most par- 
ticular friends. 


Testimony of H. H. Douglas:

The nature of the county 
is such near Ehrenberg that it would take a great deal of money, 
wide grading, to make it suitable for heavy freighting. It is a goo 
road now for six-horse teams. The road is a good road for the money 
given in the appropriation. Know nothing of the expenditure of 
the money. The road is a good road at Cocopah Point. An eighteen. 
mule team and a heavy wagon went over it yesterday. The road will 
average there ten feet wide. The road is well made at Cocopah 
Point. I have pulled heavy loads by there myself. It is half cut 
and half fill. The cut is fully 200 feet, and probably more than that, 
The cut is from four to five feet high. I know nothing as to how 
this road was built,-—as to its business. My stage and four horses 
go over the road between here and Silver District three times a week, 
The road commissioners improved the road materially. Before they 
went to work the road was impassable for any but stage teams. Now 
twenty animals can pull up as far as Silver District. Was as far a 
Ehrenberg last November. The road was washed out there; but 


mountains and avoided some of the canyons. As I understand it, it 
was intended that the road between here and Silver District was to be 
built for heavy freighting, and the balance, to Ehrenberg, for six- 
horse teams. The idea in having the road along the river was on 
account of water. I frequently saw men working on the road between 
here and Silver District-—eight or ten perhaps. If it had been in- 
tended that the road between Silver District and Ehrenberg should 
be for heavy freighting, the appropriation would have been much 
larger, as it would be necessary to build retaining walls against the 
wash of the rains. I do freighting regularly between here and Silver 
District, and the road is a first rate one. 

Your committee find from the testimony of the superintendent, G. 
W. Norton, also from vouchers in the committee’s hands, that the la- 
borers on the work of said road received a compensation of one dol- 
lar and fifty cents per diem and board; hencethe apparent small item 
for labor, which would have exceeded more than one-half of the total 
appropriation had the total amount for wages been paid in cash.

prison : 

Your sub-committee beg leave to submit the following report ; 

In the first place your attention is called to the fact that it was dif- 
fieult to procure testimony, owing to local prejudices against any inves- 
tigation. Taking, however, the record of the board of prison 
commissioners, such bills, and written evidence as came into our hands, 
our own observations, and such testimony as we could procure, we 
can arrive at but one result. i 


i 
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We find that most of the appropriation was expended by a construct- 
ion committee, consisting of commissioners Buffum and Neahr. The 
former was made treasurer of the funédl, and the latter superintendent 
of construction ata liberal per diem. The secretary of this construc- 
‘tion committee was H. N. Alsxander, the then secretary of the board 
There is no record on the minutes of the board of the appointment of 
the construction committee. All the supplies were purchased by H, 
N. Alexander, in an individual capacity, and such bills as were in 
our hands were made out in his name. He stated, under oath, that 
he bought supplies needed in the construction of the prison on his own 
individual credit, as buyer for commissioner Buffum, as an individual, 
that he had nothing to do with the prison commissioners in making 
these purchases, but bought the supplies for Buffum, as a private af- 
fair, and that he was entitled toa buyer’s commission. 

Commissioner Neahr testified that the lumber and other supphes 
were on the ground when he took charge as superintendent of con- 
struction. He and Alexander both asserted that they knew nothing 
of any money having been returned by Mr. Buffum for lumber and 
freight. Mr. Neahr testified that there were 7,000 fest of lumber to 
the credit of the commissioners, and yet shows that during the time of 
such credit ‘additional purchases were made, to-wit: a half-car load 
through G. Ginocchio & Co., of Yuma. 

The record shows that since the governor’s investigation a certain 
amount of money has been returned by commissioner Buffum, on 
Perry, Woodworth & Co.’s Inmber bill and a portion of the freight 
on said lumber. The fact itself shows the looseness with which the 
business of the commission has been conducted. Perry, Woodworth 
& Co., when interviewed by Mr. Knapp of the sub-committee, in Los 
Angelos, refused to give any information whatever. 

In regard to this lumber, we find that some eight carloads were 
purchased and only three carloads arrived at Yuma. We desire 
it understood that no books have been kept by, and no receipts are in 
possession of, the board of prison commissioners as a board, pertain- 
ing to the expenditure of the appropriation. The construction com- 
mittee expended the money, but kept no accounts, and one of its 
members, commissioner Neahr, can give no account whatever of how 
the money was expended. The whole matter seems to have been con- 
ducted by Messrs. Buffum and Alexander, under a private understand- 
ing. No report was ever made by the construction committee to the 
board of prison commissioners. The board has approved expenditures 
to the amount of $14,976.99, while the construction committee ex- 
hibit vouchers to the amount of $21,970.93. 

Your committee can find no record of any action whatever of the 
board of prison commissioners, in any of their meetings, relativ2 to 
the special appropriation, until after the governor had visited Yuma. 
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Ii, would seem as though the construction committee had constituted 
itself the board and acted on their own responsibiliy entirely. We 
learned by a telegram, of which the following isa copy, that the 
United States government has paid the board of prison commissioners, 
for keeping United States prisoners, the sum of $9,410.00.

Of this money, and how it was expended, there is a record only of 
the deposit of $1,772 31, with T. J. Butler, treasurer. H. N. Alex- ~ 
ander, when put upon the stand, stated ithat most of the money was 
sent to him in checks drawn in his name, and that he sent all those 
checks to Buffum; that he knew nothing as to what had become of 
the money, except that some of it was put into the first cells built. 
We call attention to the fact that it is about four years and a half 
since those cells were built. There seems to have been no report 
made of this money to any one. 

Extracts from commissioner Buffum’s testimony: 

“I never knew how much the United States paid for board of _ 
its prisoners, and never received a dollar of the money from the 
government. I received money from Alexander three different times, 
amounting to about four hundred dollars each time or twelve hundred 
dollars altogether, and turned it over to General Butler, treasurer of 
the territory. I never used a dollar of this money for building of . 
cells or for any other purpose. I know nothing of the money paid to 
Alexander by the government for board of its prisoners, and never 


“ 


could find out any thing about it.” A 
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Isaac Levy, clerk for Isaac Lyons, at Yuma, while under oath, gave 
us some memoranda taken from Lyon’s books, of United States checks 
cashed for H. N. Alexander, drawn in his name as secretary of the 
prison board, amounting to the sum of $1,784.24. He stated that 
most of this money was paid to Alexander in cash, and part placed 
to his credit on private account. You will observe a discrepancy in 
testimony. 

We also discovered that quite a sum of money was realized from 
prison labor, which is unaccounted for except as to a portion of it, 
That portion, under the testimony, it seems was expended for tobacco, 
vegetables, and other contingent expenses for the prisoners. No re- 
port of this money was ever made tothe board of prison commis- 
sioners. ; 

Charges were made that favoritism was used in the letting of con- 
tracts, but none of the bids could be found by us. The present: sec- 
retary of the board has only the contracts under which the supplies are 
furnished, and not having the bids, we cannot determine whether or 
not the prices have been raised. The superintendent of the prison 
keeps no check book of supplies. We find, on his own testimony, 
that commissioner Neahr drew mileage for one quarter while a resi- 
dent of Ynma; but he asserts that the vouchers were made out with- 
out his knowledge, and that he protested that he ought not to receive 
mileage. The mileage should be returned. 

We have found no record of sale of bonds, or of the purchaser 
thereof. 

There are on hand at the penitentiary the following construction 
materials: 

Iron, 67,162 pounds ; 

Steel, twelve and a-half bars, assorted sizes; 

Rivets, 36 packages—3,600 rivets; 

Lime, 175 barrels—including what is mixed in mortar ; 

Lumber, 48 pieces—1,722 feet ; 

Shingles, three bunches—750 shingles; 

Stone coal, eight sacks—2,200 pounds; 

Wood seven cords, four-foot wood ; 


We find that about 35,000 feet of lumber have been consumed out 
of the appropriation of twenty thousand dollars, in the construction of 
the tank and buildings, This is a liberalestimate. There is enough 
iron on hand to build nine cells, which are now in process of construc- 
tion. 

The following is an abstract from Commissioner Buffum’s testi- 
mony : , - 

“T was not aware but what the minutes of the board were being 
properly kept by the secretary, and supposed the resolution appoint- 
ing the construction committee was a matter of record. I did not 
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think it correct for Mr. Neahr to draw mileage after he came to 
Yuma to reside, and accepted the position of superintendent of con- 
struction. All the itemized bills were presented at the regular quar- 
terly meetings, examined in regard to quantity and price, and, if found 
to correspond with contract price, vouchers were then drawn and sent 
to the territorial auditor, and the itemized bills should be on file with 
the secretary. Mr, Alexander was never authorized by me to pur- 
chase articles for construction under the special appropriation, and I 
did not agree to give him a commission on any purchases. He was 
dismissed as secretary of the board for irregularities in the purchase 
of lumber for the prison. After his dismissal I received a letter from 
him, bearing date November 11, 1882, notifying me that there was 
an amount of lumber or money with Perry, Woodworth & Co. to the 
credit of the board. Of this I had no knowledge whatever prior to 
the receipt of his letter.” 

From testimony in the committee’s hands, we find that $1,363.94 
was returned by Perry, Woodworth & Co. to Wm. M. Buffum, who 
accounts for same in report to the governor, dated January 10, 1883, 
but there is no testimony in the committee’s hands showing what 
* amount was in the hands of Perry, Woodworth & Co. to the credit of 
the board, supposed to have been paid them by Alexander. 

The testimony of T. J. Butler, treasurer, corroborates the statement 
of Wm. M. Buffum as to the deposit of money for the board of Uni- 
ted States prisoners in three amounts, the total of which was $1,335.75, 
and one amount of $436.56 sent direct by Alexander to the treasurer, 
making a total of $1,772.31. This is all the money your committee 
can find that the board has ever accounted for of all the moneys re- 
ceived by them from the government for the board of United States 
prisoners, amounting to $9,410.023. f 

Mr. A. Allen testified before the committee that the first four cells 
were completed in July, 1879, and consequently your committee is of 
the opinion that a very small portion, if any, of the money received 
from the government for the board of its prisoners was expended in 
the construction of these cells.

This shows a difference of $6,993.94 between the bills rendered by 
the construction committee and the amounts allowed by the board. 
Attention is invited to the discrepancy in Leo Furrer’s vouchers 
Nos. 2 and 11, the former being rendered for $23.00 and approved 
for $240.50; the latter being rendered for $32.00 and approved for 
$139.84; and your committee find that Treasurer Wm. M. Buffum has 
now in his possession $6,179.55 remaining of the $20,000 appropriated. 
In conclusion, your committee find that the general management of 
territorial prison affairs by the board of prison commissioners now re- 
tiring, has been extremely unbusiness like, and conducted in a most 
careless manner. The secretary of the board transacted most of the 
business of the board, and seems to have exercised unlimited powers. 
The board, in allowing the secretary to exercise such powers, acted in 
total disregard of their duties as public officers. The board was neg- 
lectful in not restricting the powers of the secretary; they were neg-, 
lectful in not seeing that the secretary kept proper and correct records 
of the proceedings of the board ; they were neglectful in the auditing 
of accounts; they were reckless in making expenditures, and generally 
careless in the performance of their duties; and your committee are 
fally convinced, from examination of the books, papers, and testimony, 
that apparently, fraud and corruption have been practiced by the for- 
mer secretary of the board, H. N. Alexander, for which the board 
should, alike with secretary, be held strictly responsible. ‘Therefore, 
your committee would earnestly recommend that the office of attorney 
general be created, and an officer appointed without delay to examine 
the testimony before this committee, and prosecute any persons who 
may have been engaged in perpetrating these frauds on the territory.

This road will shorten the distance from the several settlements 
named, and from the copper mines of the Verde district to Prescott, 
at least thirty miles. By lessening the expense of transport of ranch 
products to their market, it would greatly enhance the profits of farm- 
ing, and thereby the value of the taxable property of these settle- 
ments, It would more perfectly assure profits from the mining and 
reduction of the copper ores of Verde district, and consequently of 
the production and development of these mines. It will cause the 
transportation of thousands of tons of freight by teams and otherwise, 
thus creating a very large local trade on the part of Prescott, as well 
as other points in Yavapai county.
